FCC drops investigation of Bell Telephone

Fe d eral 
Communications Commission (FCC) dropped its 
investigation of the gigantic Bell Telephone System's 
investment and operating expenses today, frankly 
conceding it lacked resources for the job 
The decision, deplored by two commissioners as 
“ drastic’’ and “ bordering on the irresponsible," came 
on a 4-2 vote. It means that American Telephone & 
Telegraph —with $40 billion in resources the world's 
largest private corporation — need not undergo a 
lengthy financial probe to determine whether it should 
get a rate increase, and if so. how much. 
The possibly unprecedented action means that when 


the FCC acts shortly on an examiner’s opinion that 
Bell should be permitted to earn an 8.25 per cent rate 
of return, the decision will be made without specific 
knowledge of how AT&T spends its money. 
The commission said the action was necessary 
“ because of insufficient resources to permit adequate 
preparation for. and staffing of, the proceeding. 
“ Because we re copping out ... (on the financial 
study), 
doesn’t 
mean 
we’re 
copping 
out 
on 
regulation,” said Bernard Strasser, chief of the FCC’s 
Common Carrier Bureau. 
The bureau has 165 employees of the commission’s 
total 1,500. and $3 million of its $30 million budget 


Besides 
regulating 
AT&T, 
it 
is charged 
with 
regulation of a $70 billion a year industry including all 
independent telephone firms, telegraph companies, 
international 
communications 
and 
satellite 
communications. 
The FCC will continue its investigation into the 
lawfulness of a $250 million rate increase on long 
distance telephone service permitted on a temporary 
basis last January. That proceeding, however, was 
divided into two phases: One dealt with the issues of a 
fair rate of return for interstate service, the other 
involved all other issues that could affect interstate 
revenue requirements. 


The phase two issues included prices and profit of 
Western Electric Co., the huge manufacturing unit of 
the Bell system, and amounts claimed by Bell for 
investment and operating expenses. 
In defense of his understaffed bureau. Strasser 
pointed out that an investigation into principles that 
should 
govern 
distribution 
of 
Bell’s 
revenue 
requirements among its different interstate services 
is continuing, along with a study of charges it 
discriminates in emplovment. 
Chairman Dean Burch and commissioners Robert 
E. Lee and Charlotte T. Reid voted to drop the 
financial study. 
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SACRAMENTO

Last July Reagan vetoed state 
employe pay raises contained in the 
1971-72 state budget passed by the 
legislature. Earlier this week, he 
vetoed bills providing $34 million in 
pay boosts for most state employes. 
In both cases he said there were no 
funds available to finance the in­ 
creases. 
In the new budget, the governor 
will 
seek 
raises 
totaling 
$20.7 
million for University of California 
faculty, $21.9 million for state 
college faculty, and $53.2 million for 
other state employes. 
Allocation of the money would be 
up to such salary-recommending 
authorities 
as 
the 
university 
regents, state college trustees and 
state personnel board. 
The 
newspaper 
said 
Reagan 
recommends the funds be used to 
correct inequities between the pay 
of state employes and those doing 
com parable 
jobs 
in 
other 
government

Communists 
increase 
attacks 


SAIGON 
(U P I)—Communist 
troops increasing their attacks on 
the eve of their own three-day 
Christmas cease-fire lobbed eight 
rockets into a paratroop base at 
Thien Ngon today, blowing up an 
artillery 
ammunition dump and 
gasoline storage area. 
The air war also increased in 
tempo and the U.S. Command said a 
U.S. F105 fired on and probably 
destroyed a radar site 75 miles 
southwest of Hanoi Wednesday in 
the fourth such protective reaction 
strike in 24 hours. B52s struck in 
South Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia. 
The Communists have called a 
three-day cease-fire effective at 1 
am. Saigon time (noon ES T ) and the 
Allies have called one for Christmas 
Day 
only. 
As 
the 
deadline 
approached spokesmen reported the 
Communists had increased their 
attacks three-fold. 
The Saigon Command reported 
South 
Vietnamese 
paratroops 
supported by their own tactical air 
strikes 
battled Communist 
foot 
soldiers along the eastern Cambodia 
from Wednesday in the heaviest 
fighting in a week. It said 59 
Communists were killed near the 
Cambodian border towns of Suong 
Chrum 
near 
the 
Chup 
rubber 
plantation 
In Cambodia, where no holiday 
cease-fires have been declared, 
government 
troops scored their 
second success in two days. 


U.S. still has 
$50 billion coming 


WASHINGTON (U PI) -Foreign 
governments still owe the United 
States $50 billion in debts dating 
back to World War I. 
The Treasury Department gave 
the figure Wednesday in its annual 
report on the status of foreign loans 
and credits. 
The total figure breaks down to 
about $250 for every man. woman 
and child in the United States If the 
money were paid off, it would 
liquidate nearly one-ninth of the 
U.S. public debt of over $423 billion.

Bv United Press International 
Reports of revenge slayings in 
East Pakistan by both sides reached 
Dacca today and Indian officials 
there said they had found the 
mutilated bodies of 18 Indian war 
prisoners slain by their Pakistani 
captors, the first such report. 


There 
have 
been 
numerous 
reports of murder and torture of 
non-Bengalis by the East Pakistan 
rebels. Red Cross officials in Dacca 
expressed fear today there would be 
more murders unless the Bangla 
Desh moves actively to stop the 
reprisal slavmgs.

Kenneth 
Braddick, reporting from the town 
of Mirpur, 14 miles west of Dacca, 
said the town had been cordoned off 
by Bengali rebels and food and 
medical supplies for the thousands 
of Moslem residents cut off He said

by bus to get food were killed by the 
rebels.

$1.6 billion bill 
against cancer 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) 
-Pres­ 
ident Nixon today signed into law a 
$1.6 billion attack on cancer, making 
defeat of the dread killer a prime 
national goal. 
The initial three-year program 
approved in the authorization bill 
places the emphasis on research, 
but also finances programs for the 
early detection of oral, cervical, and 
breast 
cancers—and 
authorizes 
establishment of 15 centers for both 
treatment and research. 
The legislation, which emerged 
from Congress after months of 
debate on 
what 
would 
be the 
speediest way to attack the disease, 
keeps 
the 
program 
under 
the 
direction of the National Cancer 
Institute (N C I). 
The measure gives the President 
control over cancer research by 
creating 
a 
new, 
three-member, 
presidential 
panel to act as a 
watchdog over NCI, which is a part 
of the National Institutes of Health 
(N IH i 


The American Cancer Society said 
the act was “ a milestone in the long 
and difficult effort to find the causes 
and cures of cancer. ” 
“ This law is a tribute to the power 
and 
influence of the American 
people, who wanted action on the 
highest and most effective level 
possible 
against 
cancer,” 
the 
society’s president, Dr. A. Hamblin 
Letton, said in a statement. “ It is 
also a tribute to the American 
legislative process which enabled 
differing views to be considered in 
the glare of public opinion and which 
enlisted the spirit of conciliation to 
get the best possible legislation ” 
The 
society pointed out that 
325,000 Americans died of cancer 
last year It said it would be possible 
to 
save 
the 
lives 
of 
108,000 
Americans “ if their cancers are 
diagnosed 
in 
time 
and treated 
properly.” 


Congressional agreement on the 
bill in the final days of the session 
ended 
a 
spirited 
dispute 
over 
whether to keep the program under 
NCI or to create a new conquest of 
cancer agency largely independent 
of NHL 
Sen 
Edward 
M. 
Kennedy, 
D-Mass., was chief sponsor of the 
independent agency approach which 
was backed by the American Cancer 
Society, while in the House, Rep. 
Paul G. Rogers, D-Fla., opted for 
retaining the NCI. 
Under the compromise bill the 
director of NCI will be appointed by 
the President. He will send his 
budget request directly to the office 
of budget and management without 
change, but subject to comment, by

They conferred privately at the 
airport for 40 minutes and then Hope 
and Faith were driven to the North 
Vietnamese Embassy in a U.S. 
Embassy car. 
Faith remained in the car while 
Hope went inside the embassy and 
conferred 
with 
First 
Secretary 
Nguyen Van Thanh for an hour and 
25 minutes. 
When he came out Hope said the 
meeting 
with Thanh 
had been 
“ cordial

declined to elaborate 
When Hope was asked if he had

prisoners in Hanoi he made the 
remark that he did not want to say 
anything that might "upset some 
people.”

Mrs. Cora Weiss, co-chairman of 
the New York based group, said in a 
telephone interview that political 
motives were not necessarily behind 
the delay in some mail She said 
severe flooding in North Vietnam 
and continued bomb raids by the 
United States were more to blame

Released prisoner 
reunited with parents 


PALO ALTO (U P I)— Mary Ann Harbert, a prisoner of 
the Communist Chinese for nearly four years, was reunited 
Wednesday with her parents and sister—who up until two 
weeks ago believed she was dead 
Clutching a big bouquet of flowers. Miss Harbert. 26. 
released by the Chinese Dec. 12, met her family aboard the 
jet liner which brought her to San Francisco. She later 
emerged smiling to confront a raft of reporters. 
Asked if she was illegally in Chinese waters as the 
Communists contend she replied, “ It’s quite possible I 
don t know There weren't any signs or anything.” 
Miss Harbert was captured by the Chinese in April, 1968, 
while sailing with a family friend on a yacht out of Hong 
Kong. “ Suddenly we were surrounded by very large 
Chinese junks and someone started waving a gun.” she 
said 
After her arrest she was taken to a farm commune. “ The 
food wasn't very good.” she said. “ They didn’t make much 
of an attempt to make the stay very pleasant. ” 
Gene Harbert, a government geologist, sat beside his 
daughter during the news conference and later drove her to 
their home here. He told reporters they all wanted a 
“ peaceful” Christmas and that they waited until Mary Ann 
arrived to decorate the Christmas tree. 
“ It will certainly be a happy one.” said Harbert, who 
along with his wife and other daughter did not know Mary 
Ann was alive until a government announcement she was 
being released by the Chinese. 
Speaking of her confinement, Miss Harbert said she was 
not required to work, but the Chinese never indicated she 
would be freed until a day before her release Dec. 11. 
“ There was definitely an attempt to persuade me to the 
correctness of their (political > ideas.” she said. She said it 
was not high pressure and she did not think it could not be 
called brainwashing 
When 
the 
announcement 
of 
President 
Nixon’s 
forthcoming trip to Peking was made this year, she was 
informed of it. 


“ They were interested in how I felt,” she said. “ They 
were eager to tell me about it. ” 
Following her release. Miss Harbert was flown from 
Hong Kong to Valley Forge Army Hospital in Pennsylvania 
for medical examinations before coming home. 
After the happy reunion with her family, Miss Harbert 
turned to newsmen and said. “ You are very lucky to live in 
the United States.”

P A R IS -,i,\E A i -T u c k e d 
away in one of the dusty 
galleries 
near 
the 
Palais 
Royal—once 
the 
haunt 
of 
fashionable 
Paris 
in 
the 
1800s—is a small den which 
belongs to the world of dolls. 
Its owner. 35-year-old Rob­ 
ert Capia is the most widely 
known collector of dolls in 
Europe. 


Other collectors and an­ 
tique 
merchants 
from 
all 
over the world come to him 
confident they will find the 
object they are seeking. 


Robert Capia explains that 
his passion for dolls started 
in 1944 when, at the age of 
10, during a bombardment in 
Avignon where he was horn, 
the family home was partial­ 
ly destroyed. Rooting around 
in the debris for his toy pis­ 
tol, the only thing he found 
intact was a doll which had 
belonged to his mother. 


When he came to Paris 
about 10 yeafs ago he al­ 
ready had started a sizable 
collection. Since then he has 
spent his life buying and sell­ 
ing antique dolls and acquir­ 
ing an encyclopedic knowl­ 
edge on the subject. He is 
oniy interested in pre-World 
War I products. 


The history of dolls goes 
back as far as the Pharaohs. 
Then they were made of 
precious metals. When Cath­ 
erine de Medici c a m e to 
Paris as Henry II’s queen, 
she owned 16 dolls of all 
sizes, eight of which were 
dressed in deepest mourning. 


“ But the4 most precious 
and most beautifully made 
always was the^French doll,” 
explained Robert. “ The first 
doll with a porcelain head 
appeared ' in . 1844. 
It was 
known as the ‘Jum eau’ doll. 
A famous sculptor had been 
approached by M o n s i e u r 
Jum eau to create a ‘natural 
face. He c h o s e his twin 
daughters as models. 
The 
heads were made of deli­ 
cately tinted porcelain, with 
glass eyes and pierced ears. 
Today they fetch from $1,000 
to $2*000 each.” 


Next appeared a doll called 
the BRU. It brings e v e n 
higher prices today than the 
“ Jum eau” doll because it 
was the first and only doll 
to have a natural aqatomy, 
complete with bosom 
Also 
famous are the Steiners, who 
back even in the 19th cen-

tury shed real tears, showed 
pearly teeth, had movable 
h e a d s and said 
“Papa— 
M amman.” These are worth 
from $600 to $800. 


The g o l d e n age of the 
French doll was the 19th cen­ 
tury. Before that the body 
was covered in thin glove 
kid and the head made of 
papier mache. 


In t h o s e days wealthy 
women would get their dress­ 
makers to do complete trous­ 
seaux for their d a r l i n g 
daughters’ dolls. Celebrated 
couturiers like Worth, Red- 
fern and Lanvin did not think 
it beneath them to create 
Lilliputian models. Accessor­ 
ies, such as jewels (real), 
handbags, gloves, shoes, cor­ 
sets, hose, embroidered lin­ 
gerie and even luggage were 
all signed by the big names. 
Even today well-known styl­ 
ists in the haute couture 
come to delve in R o b e r t 
Capia’s treasure trove for 
ideas. 


Littering his 
tiny 
shop, 
along with a whole lot of 
junk are more than 500 dolls 
of all sizes, ranging from 
six inches to the size of a 
6 0 - y e a r - o l d . T h e y a r e 
stacked on shelves, in boxes, 
hanging from 
the beams, 
along with a collection of fur­ 
niture large enough to stock 
50 doll’s houses. He also has 
a collection of “voodoo” fig­ 
urines and African, Chinese 


and Japanese dolls. 


In the 10 years since he 
set up shop Robert Capia has 
met all sorts of strange peo­ 
ple.

home, after winning 17 in a row on 
the road earlier that season 
West scored 37 points, including 14 
in the second quarter when the 


Lakers rallied from a first period 
deficit. 
"It’s difficult to talk about our 
streak at this stage, 
West says. 
“ When we got to 21, we were 
counting each game. Now, to be 
honest, nobody ever thought about 
winning 27 games. It's an incredible 
feeling. Every night somebody else 
seems to be contributing to our 
winning effort." 
Gail 
Goodrich, 
third 
leading 
scorer in the NBA with a 26.8 
average, scored 28 points for Los 
Angeles and Jim McMillian hit 25. 
“ West is the key to what we’ve 
done,” said coach Bill Sharman, 
who molded the Lakers into a 


running team with the long outlet 
pass. “ Whoever named Jerry ‘Mr. 
Clutch’ had the right title. To be 
honest, though, winning 27 straight 
is a great accomplishment, but we 
have 40 games to go and our goal is 
the division title." 
Sharman 
also 
praised 
Wilt 
Chamberlain’s unselfishness during 
the Lakers surge to a 33-3 record 
this season. 
“ Wilt’s doing the things he does so 
well," Sharman said of the 7-foot-2 
center who had a reputation for not 
cooperating with Laker coaches. 
“ And McMillian, he hasn’t reached 
his peak yet. He and Goodrich 
shouldn’t be overlooked on defense 


for the fine job they’re doing .” 


Baltimore coach Gene Shue added 
his congratulations to the Lakers. 


“Sharman has done a tremendous 
job in getting them running,” he 
said. “ I want to especially mention 
Chamberlain. Often in the past I’ve 
been critical of Wilt as a player 
because for years he was reluctant 
to make the long outlet pass.

DOVER, England— (NEA) 
—From the cliffs of Dover 
the English Channel appears 
placid, but the unpredicta­ 
bility of this stretch of w ater 
is for many as tem pting a 
challenge as Everest is to 
others. Swimming the haz­ 
ard-ridden 22 miles between 
Dover and Calais is a feat 
that h u n d r e d s have at- 
t e m p t e d but only a few 
s c o r e have accomplished 
since the first s u c c e s s 95 
years ago. 


Why the Channel attracts 
swimmers is still hard to fig­ 
ure, although some safe ref­ 
uge may be found in Sir 
Edmund H illary’s answer to 
the question: “Why do you 
want to climb E v e r e s t ? ” 
“Because it is there.” 


One of the most recent 
swimmers was a 38-year-old 
E n g l i s h m a n , 
N o r m a n 
Trusty. W hen he appeared 
on Dover beach, he told re­ 
porters: 


“I’ve got five pounds of 
lanolin on me. I believe it’s 
supposed to be very good 
for the skin. If nothing else, 
I’m going to have a very 
good skin at the end of it. 
It t a k e s away the first 
shocks of getting into the 
cold water, which 1 think 
p s y c h o lo g ic a lly you need 
when you’re going to tackle 
som ething of this size.” 


D e s p i t e the protective 
coating, 
any 
light-hearted 
hum or abruptly ends with 
the first plunge. It yields to 
a m e c h a n i c a l rhythm , a 
finely tuned equilibrium of 
mind and body that follows 
m onths of training

22 miles wide, but Trusty 
has to tack with the tides, 
like a sailboat in the wind. 
This can mean swimming up 
to 40 miles, directly over the 
heavily trafficked shipping 
lanes. 
He’s well into the middle 
of the Channel 
now, 
his 
plodding endurance taking 
him through schools of jelly­ 
fish and slimy webs of sea­ 
weed 
“How do you feel. Nor­ 
m an?” 
“All right, thank you.” 
“Tide’s on the turn . . . 
setting down t o w a r d the 
Cape. We can see Cape Bru­ 
nei lighthouse.” 
“Looks a hell of a long 
way away.” 
“I can see the F r e n c h 
coast.” 
“Cor Blimey, I don’t want 
to see it that early . . .” 
The distance is deceptive. 
Too early a glimpse of the 
coast can sap vital reserves 
of energy needed for a pos­ 
sible six more hours in the 
Channel’s 60-degree water. 
As night falls, so does the 
t e m p e r a t u r e . And as the 
wind r i s e s , so does the 
tem ptation to reach out to 
the com fortable safety of 
the boat. 
The launch t r a v e l i n g 
alongside Trusty carries a 
representative of the Chan­ 
nel Swimming Assn., a kind 
of devil’s a d v o c a t e who 
m a k e s sure the man is 
worthy of merit. The repre- 
s e n t a t i v e points out that 
there have been s e v e r a l 
cases of suspected cheating. 
Norman Trusty is one of 
the last swimmers to make 
the a t t e m p t this season, 
which has drawn challenges 
from around the world— 
from men and women aged 
14 to well over 40. 
“Notice how m uch calmer 
it is, Norman. It’s calmer 
because you’re in the lee of 
the land . . . Norman . . 
you’ve got less than a mile 
to go . . . we’re going to 
make it.” 
Through the surf, a sud­ 
den r i s e and the b o a t 
lurches onto the sand. Nor­ 
man Trusty staggers onto 
the beach at Calais after 13 
hours and 41 m inutes in the 
Channel.

the election.

The rebirth of volunteer firemen in 
Lompoc is now a reality. 
For many years, the volunteer force of

The title of the group has also been 
changed — no longer will they be volunteer 
firemen but reserve fire fighters. 


We believe that the re-organization of

profits. Meal prices are therefore 
extrem ely low .” One wonders how 
the professor of history would greet 
a 
student 
paper 
which 
said: 
“ Because of the Mississippi Bubble. 
Napoleon 
lost

Waterloo.” The latter is closer to 
the fact than the former. Approxi­ 
mately six per cent of the gross of 
the 
restaurant 
business 
in 
the 
United States is profit. 
And anyway, how could China get 
to feed its people, if it charged more 
than 15 cents per meal? The average 
wage for a Chinese who works in a 
city is $25 per month At 15 cents per 
meal for him self alone, three meals 
a day, he has spent over one-half his 
salary. If his wife is to eat also, 
that’s $27 for the two of them, or 
more than he earns, never mind the 
children — how are they going to 
eat? 
In the fairyland described by 
Professor Ho, it takes more than 
one 
year’s 
salary 
to 
buy 
a 
wristwatch As for all that food, rice 
is still rationed, as is meat and even 
cooking oil Only vegetables and fish 
are not. The country that Professor 
Ho lists as the marvel of the Third 
World lets its citizens buy 18 feet of 
cloth goods per year Per year. A 
wash cloth counts as one foot. 
Eighty-five per cent of the working 
population 
is 
engaged 
in 
the 
production of food, and China has 
had to import food 
In 
the 
United 
States, 
where 
farmers do indeed insist on making 
a profit, 12 per cent of the working 
population produce a gross excess of 
food 
The Japanese, studying all 
available figures, calculate that the 
per capita income of the Mainland 


Chinese 
is $80 
The per capita 
income of the Taiwanese is $300 
The 
per 
capita 
income of 
the 
Japanese is in excess of $1200. The 
envy of the Third World indeed! 
So it goes. American scholars will 
be brainwashed. They insist on it. 
The other day, at a lecture at 
Oakland University in Michigan, a 
student rose to inform me about 
what American capitalists had done 
in 
Argentina. 
First, 
said 
he, 
American companies in general are 
paying Argentine labor one-fourth 
as much as they pay American 
labor. Secondly, they are trying out 
experimental drugs on Argentine 
citizens, on the theory that killing 
odd 
Argentinians, 
in 
order 
to 
develop 
profit-making 
drugs, 
is 
perfectly okay. 
Well, I said, American companies 
in Argentina pay what they have to 
pay to get labor, the lower the 
better. If American companies can 
desert 
Maine 
and 
go 
to South 
Carolina in order to reduce the cost 
of 
their 
product, 
and 
make 
it 
available cheaper to the consumer, 
why shouldn’t American firms go to 
Argentina to do the same thing9 As 
for the drug companies, I said, the 
chances are against the story’s 
being true, for the simple reason 
that 
m ajor 
p h a rm a ceu tica l 
companies would get a rather bad 
press if it were known that they 
were engaged in killing innocent 
Argentinians. 
But you can just see Professor Ho 
nodding his head, when somebody 
tells him the one about Argentina, 
and making a note to include that in 
his next series for the Chicago 
Tribune.

Lompoc's Civil Defense Auxiliary 
Police got their first real baptism of 
fire so to speak the night the lights 
went out in the Lompoc area. That 
was last Sunday. 
Some 46 strong and under the 
leadership of Melvin Gordon who 
happens to be deputy director of 
communications for the First Strad, 
the men and I’m told one woman 
were in position with their mobile 
radio rigs ready for any emergency. 
A c t u a l l y 
t he 
organization 
was 
formed in 1970 in 
the aftermath of the 
Isla 
Vista 
riots. 
Lompoc had exper­ 
ien ced 
its 
own 
upheaval 
p rin ci­ 
pally 
a 
wave 
of 
window 
breakings 
and 
other 
minor, 
but costly acts of 
malicious mischief 
The full impact of the group on the 
apprehension of law violators and 
the role they also play kl the 
prevention of crime may never be 
known, publicly. 
The C’Dapers, short for the more 
lengthy title are a collection of 
citizen 
band 
radio 
operators 
organized ^to augment the police 
department and at the sam e time to 
fit into the city’s civil defense setup 
Under 
Gordon’s 
leadership 
a 
manual 
of 
procedure 
has 
been 
written and a chain of command 
developed The men and presumably 
the one woman work on a regular 
basis of about five hours a week. 
They drive their own radio-equipped 
cars of all descriptions and answer 
to a watch commander and above 
that level to a division commander, 
and of course all under the police 
department. 
Eventually, 
Gordon 
plans 
to 
designate a special communications 
officer to brief the press during 
tim es of emergency. During the 
black 
out 
of 
last 
Sunday, 
the 
communications system was not yet 
operative and there were tim es 
when it was difficult for reporters to 


get 
accurate 
information. 
The 
police did their best and in the 
overview did a fine job of keeping 
the 
public 
briefed. 
A ctually 
everyone was so busy that there was 
a shortage of information at tim es 
on the activities of the CB'ers. 
Gordon 
tells 
me 
that 
every 
member will be required to carry a 
first aid certification card and m eet 
other requirements. It may sound 
like I’m trying to throw bouquets at 
Gordon’s group and maybe I am. 
But I was grateful for their service 
last Sunday night and that’s a 
feeling 
outside 
my 
role 
as 
a 
newsman 
The C’Dapers get no pay and are 
on call 24 hours a day. That’s pretty 
cheap service I’d say. 


Postal carriers will make home 
deliveries on Friday, but the window 


service at Lompoc Post Office will 
be closed. The department’s two 
contract stations in Lompoc, one at 
Kammeier's 
Hardware and Gift 
store at 
H Street and Cypress 
Avenue and the other at 116 East 
College Avenue will be open all day 
Friday. The contract substation in 
Vandenberg Village will be closed 
on Friday. 
There will be special delivery on 
Christmas Day and regular holiday 
dispatch of mail out of the Lompoc 
area, 
but 
no 
other 
service, 
according 
to 
William 
Ratcliff, 
assistant postmaster.
